Upon arrival your drive is up to Palaau, a peaceful park 
where you have an exciting view of craggy cliffs plummeting 
downward to the surging sea. 

2,000 feet below you view a tiny peninsula of sand and 
meadow called Kalaupapa. This spot, separated from civilizat- 
ion by cliffs and sea, is where the Hawaiian monarchs in the 
1800's established a settlement to which they exiled sufferers 

















of leprosy. Then an awesome, feared disease with no cure. 

This is where Father Damien came to devote the remainder 
of his life to serving the needs of these lepers. He brought a 
sense of control and dignity to those banished to Kalaupapa. 
Today leprosy, which plagued man for centuries, is no longer a 
threat. The community stands ghost-like in somber memory of 
those forgotten people. When you see it... you understand. 

Descend from the mountains and cross the open spaces to 
view a part of Del Monte’s pineapple plantation, and on to the 
SHERATON MOLOKAI for lunch, a relaxing afternoon and an 
evening of island tranquility at this new, rambling resort.

It is a short morning flight from Molokai to Maui. Your plane 
flies near giant Haleakala on the Island of Maui.

You will want to 
browse the old Pioneer Hotel and visit the shop of the Maui 
divers to see unusual black coral which is today gathered at 
death defying depths off Lahaina. 

In contrast to Lahaina you soon arrive at modern Kaanapali 
Beach...the mecca of devotees of luxurious resort living and 
your home for the next two nights at the famous SHERATON MAUI 
HOTEL. 
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Your entire sixth day is at leisure to enjoy the many resort 
facilities of the hotel. Kaanapali Beach awaits you with its 
crescent of sand stretching as far as the eye can see. Nearby is 
the championship Royal Kaanapali Golf Course designed by 
Robert Jones. Clubs and equipment may be rented by those 
who wish to play. Or perhaps you prefer to relax by the pool or 
try a bit of snorkeling in the crystal clear waters surrounding 
your hotel; whatever your choice, you are engulfed by the fun 
and convenience of the famed SHERATON MAUI.

On the eleventh day, you embark on an entertaining boat 
ride on the palm fringed Wailua River to Kauai’s famed Fern 
Grotto. Here, in an unmatched setting are found delicate ferns 
growing upside down in a volcanic cave. Silver, sunlit 
waterfalls cascade through the ferns as Hawaiians sing the 
memorable Hawaiian Wedding Song in this natural am- 
phitheatre.

PERSONALLY ESCORTED — Each party is escorted by a competent 
highly-trained Tauck Tour director. The same director will be with the 
tour through its entirety in the islands. Groups generally number 
35-44 persons. 


ROOM ACCOMMODATIONS IN HAWAI!— Throughout this tour you 
will be roomed in the finest accommodations available. In Honolulu 
your rooms are ocean front at the Royal Hawaiian and in the Neighbor 
islands your rooms are all in ocean front hotels. You have traveled a 
great distance to reach Hawaii... therefore we feel you should have 
the advantage of having “the best.” The cost to you is but a few dollars 
more per night, but this is rewarded with the most enjoyable vacation 
possible. 

THE BEST TIME TO GO TO HAWAII is “anytime” in the temperate 
climate of this string-of-pearls in the Pacific. The temperature aver- 
ages 75 degrees all year. An average “high” of 83 degrees is reached in 
August. Winters are nearly as mild with an average “low” of 63 
degrees, and sunny weather is found the year round. February, sum- 
mer and fall are usually the most crowded. The best time for no crowds 
is November and early December. 


CLOTHING — Informality is the keynote. Women will want to concen- 
trate on pastel to vibrant-hued casuals for their aloha vacation. Sun 
dresses, sports ensembles and bathing suits are the essentials. Sun hats 
and floral print muumuus come in handy but are bargains best saved 
for an island shopping spree. Cocktail dresses for luxury dining are 
wise to include as are light wraps for evening. Men packing Pacific 
style will want to include slacks, sun-colored sport shirts, shorts and 
bathing trunks. Coats and ties are sometimes customary in hotels, yet 
“aloha sport shirts” and slacks are always acceptable. A must for both 
men and women is sunglasses and comfortable walking shoes. Formal 
wear should be left at home. Remember... the wise traveler travels 
light ... don’t over pack. Leave some room for the purchase oi 
Hawaiian fashions. 


BAGGAGE — Although every effort is made to handle passengers’ 
luggage as carefully as possible, we cannot be responsible, assume 
liability or accept claims for loss or damage to luggage due to break- 
age, theft, hotel or carrier handling, fair wear and tear, etc. It is 
important for your own self-interest and protection that you make 
certain you have adequate insurance to cover these eventualities. 
Please be sure to check with your insurance agent or travel agent for 
additional insurance to cover all risks concerned for the duration of 
your trip. Baggage, accident and flight insurance is available at small 
additional costs. We urge the use of sturdy, latch-type luggage for 
group handling in lieu of cloth/vinyl zipper bags which are more apt to 
break down through use. 
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GRATUITIES Not Included: The Customary gratuity to guides, escorts, 
drivers, etc, is not included. Such gratuities should be extended on a 
voluntary, individual basis and not as a group. Included: All necessary 
tips — Bellmen, Doormen and dining room tips for meals included in 
the itinerary. 


MEMBERSHIP -— Tour membership will be granted to all persons. Any ~ 
person who cannot travel independently or who needs any form of 
assistance must be accompanied by a companion who will be able to 
assist this person. Tauck Tours reserves the right to terminate the tour of 
any persons who are objectionable to other passengers or who disrupt 
the operation of the tour. 


SMOKING ON SIGHTSEEING COACHES — Satisfying everyone be- 
comes almost an unsolvable problem. The closest we can come is to 
adopt a policy of no smoking, but... should one’s craving become 
unbearable, we try to be tolerant and we ask other passengers to be 
tolerant as well. At the same time, we ask the other smokers to resist 
the impulse to light up. The tour escorts have the authority to ask for 
“no smoking’ if, in their judgment, smoking becomes excessive. 
SINGLE TRAVELERS — Single travelers who wish to share a twin room 
with another tour member will be booked on a “Single — share if 
possible” basis. The single rate is charged initially. lf we find a suitable 
roommate also requesting to “share” the difference between the single 
and twin rate will be refunded two weeks after completion of the tour. 
TO MAKE A BOOKING — Phone or write with full first and last names 
and whether Mr., Mrs., Miss, Ms., etc. Also advise address or 
hometown ofall persons. We will give a “Deposit Option Date” up to 
which time space is held tentatively. . 
DEPOSIT DATE — To hold space permanently a $100 per person 
deposit must be received by the “Deposit Option Date” or space is 
subject to automatic release. Written confirmation will be sent only 
upon receipt of deposit at Tauck’s office. 
FINAL PAYMENT — Final payment is due at Tauck’s office 30 days 
before departure. 
CANCELLATIONS, TRANSFERS AND REFUNDS — Regardless of rea- 
son, cancellations and transfers result in a costly process of letters, toll 
calls, record adjustments, refund checks, etc. plus a loss if time does 
not permit re-sale. To offset these expenses, the following assessments 
will apply. In fairness to others we cannot make exceptions. 
¢ $20 per booking per tour if notice is received in our Westport office 
between 60-21 days before departure. 
¢ $30 per person per tour if notice is received in our Westport office 
less than 21 days before departure. 
This assessment applies whether or not a person transfers to or is 
re-booked on another tour. The booking agent is entitled to half of this 
assessment. We are happy to refund any unused portion of a tour 
based upon the number of overnights missed less a charge of $8 per 
day for unused motor transportation and other administrative ex- 
penses if the unused portion exceeds 24 consecutive hours.
